Some of the most important inven 


tions have been the work of mere boys. 
The invention of the valve motion to tit 
steam engine was made by a boy 
Watts left the engine in a very incom 
pkto eonditioi, from tbe fact that h 
had BO way to open or close tbe valves, 
except by means of levers operated b 
the hand. He set up a huge engine a 
one of the mines, and ahoy was hired to 
work these valve levers; although this 
was not hard work, yet it required his 
constant attention. 


As be was working these levers, he 


saw that parts of the engine moved in 
the light direction, and at the exact 
time that he had to open or close th 
valves. He procured a strong cord an< 
aide one end fast to the proper part of 
the engine, and the other end to th 
valve lever: the boy had the satisfaction 
of seeing the emrine move off with per- 
fect regularity of motion. 


A short time after, the foreman cam 


around and saw the buy playing marbles 
atthedopr. Looking at the engine he 
loan saw the ingenuity of the boy, and 
also the advantages of so great an inven 
tion. Mr. Watte then carried out tbe 
boy's inventive genius in a practice 
font, and made the steam engines per 
feet automatic working machine. 


The power-loom it the invention of a 
farmer boy who had never seen or hew 
of sock a thing. He whittled one on 
with hk jack-knife, and after he had go 
it all done, he, with gnat enthusiasm 
showed it to his father, who at once 
kicked it alltoptecet, saying he woub 
have BO boyabont him that would spend 
Us time om sock foolish things. 
• The boy gathered up the pieces and 
laid them away. Soon after that his 
father boond him'out as an apprentice 
to a blacksmith, about twelve miles from 
home.
